TWO MEW HELD TO THE GRAND JURY. 


Charles H. Wood and Chow Lam Will Un- 
doubtediy Answer for Murder. 

Charles H. Wood, the veteran police patrol- 
man who shot Joseph Zeniescheck Monday even- 
ing at the corner of Randolph and Dearborn 
streets, was held to the grand jury yesterday by 
order of the Coroner’s jury. The inquest was 
held in Jordan's undertaking establishment by 
Deputy-Coroner Barrett. The prisoner was 
brought down from the armory and sat in one 
corner with his head hanging on his breast, his 
eye still blackened and bruised and huis face 
scratched and disfigured. He sat alone and 


rge Ingham and

at his side, and soon the Superintendent of 
the patrol, J. F. Stinson, came and joined them. 
The testimony of the witnesses examined dif- 
fered from the published accounts of the shoot- 
ing in one instance only. and that was that Wood 
was not struck by any one until alter he flred. 
Frank Zenieschek, the dead man's brother. who 
was in the saloon at the time, ran up and saw the 
shooting, but as he atonce assis his brother 
down-stairs into the saloon he saw no biows; 
Rudolph Sigmund and Peter Algrett saw Wood 
strike the dead man with his club before he fired; 
Wiltiam Edwards acknow! strik Wood 
one or two blows in the face, but not until after 
the shot was fired. 

At the inquest on the body of Officer Philip L. 
Robinson the jury returned a verdict recom- 
mending that — yd Lam be held to await the 
action of the grand jury. Throughout the exam- 
ination of the witnesses the accused naman 
crouched on a bench under the railing in Justice 
Scully's Madison street court-room, resting his 
head on his band, and at intervals trem 
with fear.

ANNEXING PART OF LAKE VIEW. 


The County Attorney Raises a Technical 
Question Which Amounts to Nothing. 
According to County-Attorney E. R. Bliss 

the Lake View annexation scheme is in & very 

peculiar boat. The lawon annexation, he says, 

provides that in every case where a town and a 

city adjoin each other the former can be ab- 

sorbed by the city and the latter's limits thereby 
extended. Under the present circumstances 
this law is a broadsword and cuts both ways.
